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Rockin’ Santa 


The jolly Rockin’ Santa sings and dances 
to add cheer to the Christmas season. 

Turn Santa on and he sings a happy 
Christmas tune while he dances to the mu- 
sic — in sync with the beat! He sings non- 
stop, every five minutes, or whenever a 
person passes by. 


INSTALLING BATTERIES 

You need four C batteries (not supplied) to 
power the Rockin’ Santa. We recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. 


3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

4. Insert the power plug from Santa’s 
Christmas present into the DC jack at 
the back of the Rockin’ Santa’s left shoe.

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the re- 
quired size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, dif- 
ferent types of batteries (standard, al- 
kaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different ca- 
pacities. 

Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1. Use a Philips 
screwdriver to loos- 
en the screw in the 
battery compart- 
ment cover, then lift 
up the cover. 

2. Put the batteries in 
the compartment as 
indicated by the po- 
larity symbols (+ 
and -) marked in- 
side. 


If the Rockin’ Santa does not work properly, 
replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to play the Rock- 
in’ Santa for several weeks, remove the bat- 
teries. Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 


ROCKIN’ WITH SANTA 

1. Place the Rockin’ Santa with its feet 
firmly on a flat surface. 

2. Slide the Rockin’ Santa’s 2/1/0 switch to 
have him sing and dance in one of these 
three ways: 

Motion Activated Play (2) — whenever 
a person passes in front of him 

Continuous Play (1) — continuously 
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Intermittent Play (0) — every five min- 
utes 



3. Rotate ON/OFF clockwise until it clicks 
to turn the Rockin’ Santa on, then adjust 
the volume to the desired level. 

The Rockin’ Santa sings and dances 
merrily for about four minutes. 

4. To stop the Rockin’ Santa singing at any 
time, rotate ON/OFF counterclockwise 
until it clicks. 


CARE 

To enjoy your Rockin’ Santa for a long time: 

• Keep the Rockin’ Santa dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the Rockin’ Santa only in 
normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the Rockin’ Santa gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the Rockin’ Santa away from dust 
and dirt. 

• Wipe the Rockin’ Santa with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Rockin’ San- 
ta’s internal components can cause a mal- 
function and invalidate its warranty. If your 
Rockin’ Santa is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for as- 
sistance.
